





Three strike demands met

Tentative agreement has 
been reached between strik- 
ing social work students and 
School of Social Work Dean 
Jesse McClure over three of 
the five strike demands 

Formal written agreement 
is expected from McClure 
Monday 

The issues of Robert's 
Rules of Order in meetings, 
grievance procedures and 
field placement were three 
demands resolved in 
negotiations Tuesday. Gary 
Green, strike spokesman, said 


he was ‘‘satisfied’’ with the 
outcome 
However, the strike will 


continue until all demands are 
met. Increased field units and 
electives are the unresolved 
issues 

Robert's Rules of Order 
will be used in all curriculum 
committee meetings. An 
eighth faculty member will be 
added to the committee. Two 
names, mutually acceptable 
to both sides have been con 
sidered

‘When we picked up the 
Hornet, there was an ad ior 
Gallo Hearty Burgundy. he 
continued. “You people are 
paying for the paper and it's 
trash and that’s what should 
be done with it 

“If any Gallo ads were go- 
ing torun in the future he could 
have come in and taiked about 
t,”’ Dave Miller said. ‘‘I never 
agreed that we would not run 
any future Gallo ads.” 

‘The Hornet has been argu- 
ing free press, but the only 
free press available is $150 
That's ridiculous.’’ Campbeli 
stated. “‘There is just no way 
to deal with the Hornet editor. 
So next week we will have a 
rally Friday, at ll a.m., inthe 
main quad. Who knows where 
it will end, could be in the 
Hornet offices.’ 

Campbell spoke on the 
problems the UFW has had 
with Gallo wines, and Ellen 
Buff, a student at CSUS who 
worked with the UF W during 
the elections ir 1975, explained 
the reason for the Boycott on 
Gallo. 

“The Gallo brothers said 
they were caught in a dispute 
between two unions in 1973,”’

Buff began ne Supreme 
Court ruled that there was no 
dispute and the the growers 


knew the workers were 
represented by the UFW.”’ 
She said that Teamsters 
organizers used deceptive tac- 
tics to obtain authorization 
gnatures. ‘‘They even went 
to one farmworker home with 
a list of his friends’ names 
told the worker these people 


had signed with the 
Teamsters. The worker then 
signed the list,’ she said 

Buff also cited various acts 
of violence by the Teamsters. 
including the alleged firing 
into a UFW worker fre- 
quented bar, F! Latino, in 
Livingston, by the Teamsters 

In 1973. the Gallo winery 
announced that the Teamsters 
represented the Gallo 
farmworkers, Buff said 
That night 130 workers voted 
to strike. Would workers who 
had accepted the Teamsters 
representation have voted to 
strike?” 

she then stated that Gallo 
brought in ‘‘scab’’ workers to 
take those strikers’ places 
Gallo then propagandized the 
new workers into believing 
the UFW was not represen- 
tative of the workers 

The UFW will be. cir- 
culating a petition on campus

Two days of budget 
hearings covered 12 programs 
this week. 

The Board of Fiscal 
Matters (BOFM) reviews 
each request and submits a 
proposed budget to next year's 
student senate for approval 


Tuesday's ASI budget 
hearings involved six 
programs. The State Hernet, 
art gallery, marching band, 
music department, student 
art gallery and theatre arts 

The State Hornet is, asking 
for $41,896, twice the amount 
allocated last year. The in- 


und throughout the state to ob- 
tain funding for the now 
inoperative Agricultural 
Labor Relations Board 
(ALRB). The board, es 
tablished to oversee elections 
and grievances of the farm 
workers has lost funding 
through some lobbying of the 
growers in the legislature 

The UFW must obtain 
500,000 signatures by April 30 
in order for the action to be 
placed on the ballot 

The ALRB has the Gallo 
election controversy in front 
of it now, without funds to act 
That controversy revolves 
around 139 challenged votes in 
the 1975 election 

The Teamsters received 
223 votes in the election, the 
UFW 131, but the 139 votes will 
decide the election 

Both sides are confident 
they will win once the ALRB 
offers a ruling

Recent information 
regarding the questionable 
Status of this year’s Student 
Board of Justice (BOJ) has 
been disclosed. 

Allegations of unqualified 
and inexperienced ap- 
pointments to the board have 
been substantiated. At least 
three members from the five- 
member BOJ who did not 
meet the qualifications for 
their positions as outlined in 
the ASI constitution have 
resigned or been removed 

These recent disclosures 
greatly affect the credibility 
of the ASI executive branch 
and, in particular, ASI 
President John Giannoni. He 
is responsible for appointing 
individuals to the five- 
member BOJ, with student 
senate confiirmation

Senate delays confrontation

The Faculty Senate 
postponed Wednesday any 
immediate confrontations 
with CSUS President James 
G. Bond over recent campus 
conflicts 

Faculty senators voted 28- 
1-1 tu authorize its executive 
committee to meet again with 
Bond and return April 7 witha 
report 

After two meetings with 
Bond, one March 26 and 
another March 29, executive 
committee members deemed 
Bond's response to the 
“Faculty Declaration of 
Intent”’ insufficient 

The document calls for 
“non - recognition of and non - 
cooperation with’ the campus 
administration and requires 
Bond to meet faculty 
demands, one of which calls 
for the immediate 
reinstatement of former CSUS 
Executive Director Eugene E. 
Morris 

Bond has refused to re - hire 
Morris. 

Morris’ recent dismissal by 
the foundation's board of 
governors stirred much 
faculty and student dissent. 

The senate directed a com- 
mittee to develope an alter-

native structure to the present 
CSUS Foundation and 
reorganize its board of gover- 
nors 

Bond did not address many 
other faculty demands and in- 
dicated that he has no inten- 
tion of dealing with them, 


Faculty Senate spokesmen 
said 
The senate proposal 


provides that, if after the 
meeting with Bond his replies 
are still deemed inadequate, 
the Faculty Senate will con- 
duct a referendum to deter- 
mine specific steps to enforce 
the non - recognition and non - 
cooperation policy. 

The referendum would be 
held the week of April 19 

Faculty endorsed’ the 
“declaration of intent” in a 
referendum heid two weeks 
ago. 


In other action, the faculty 
passed a resolution on recent 
actions by ASI President John 
Giannoni firing Hornet editor - 
in - chief and disbanding the 
Campus Media Board, the 
body that recommended 
Miller. 

In a Sunday night com- 
promise, Miller was 
reinstated and the Campus 
Media Board again placed on 
active status.

An “electrical blow out"’ 
ceased power service to the 
temporary buildings near the 
river yesterday according to 
the CSUS maintenance 
department. 


“We have a blown cable in 
the manhole by the Science 
Building,'’ said Chief of Plant 
operations Gordon Landness. 
‘‘A splice crew is coming in to 


repair the 4,000 volt cable. We 
expect to have the lights on by 
10 p.m. tonight.” 

Landness said that the in- 
cident is nothing unusual. 
“It's just one of those things 
that happens. CSUS is like a 
small city. Cables run all over 
under the campus. And we 
don't have near the problems 
we used to when the power 
cables ran above ground.”’ 


“The Faculty Senate sup- 
ports the professional 
judgment of the journalism 
department faculty; and ques- 
tions lack of due process, 
legality and implications of 
press censorship in the 
removal of the editor of the 
Hornet newspaper,’’ the 
resolution said 

“Members of the media 
board are commended for 
their position. If necessary, 
the Faculty Senate will make 
every effort to raise funds to 


insure the continued 
publication of the State 
Hornet.”

Justices found unqualified

Dean of Students Norm 
Better has determined that all 
three of the remaining Board 
of Justice (BOJ) members are 
not qualified to sit onthe 
student court. 

The other two members, 
Thomas A. Lineer and Noreen 
Wilson, resigned their 
positions this week. 

The BOJ was in the process 
of setting precedural rules for 
next week's hearing of Gian- 
nonivs. Campus Media Board 
This case would have decided 
whether the ASI or the editor 
has the final authority on 
Hornet content as well as who 
appoints the editor (president 
or Campus Media Board) 

Better said he would notify 
BOJ members of their dis- 
missal at their meeting 
yesterday. 

The BOJ’s dismissal, ac- 
cording to Better, was due to 
the technicality that Univer- 
sity President James Bond 
has not approved any Gian- 
noni appointed BOJ 
members. 


Norm Better's vote to con- 
firm BOJ appointments in the 
senate was in his “‘dual role as 
Bond's surrogate’ 
(substitute), ASI Attorney 
General Ron Toirac stated. 

However, the Hornet has 
learned from an_ informed 
source that BOJ Chief Justice 
Dave Rick is further dis- 
qualified because he was not a 
CSUS student the semester 
immediately prior to his can- 
didacy as required by the ASI 
Constitution Furthermore, 
the Hornet has learned that 
Associate Justice Marcia Duc- 
cini does not have the legal 
background required by past 
BOJ court precedents. 

“Constitutional law is a 
precedent which is required to 
be qualified’ (to the BOJ), 
Toirac said. 

“The major responsibility 
lies with the President (Gian- 
noni). If he wishes to proc- 
rastinate there is nothing I can 


do’ Toirac continued. 


Even so, ‘John Giannoni 


will reappoint Dave Rick on

Censor explains position; blasts editors

ASI Student Senator Rick 
Morrison explained Tuesday 
he participated in the ‘‘cen- 
soring’’ moves against the 
Hornet because of a ‘‘sense of 
duty’ beth to the Student 
Senate and the Campus Media 
Board and as a member of ASI 
President John Giannoni’s 
newly formed media task 
force. 

Morrison also blasted 
Hornet associate news editors 
Rick Holloway, Steve Geis- 
singer and Marc Soares for us- 
ing allegedly inaccurate in- 
formation in writing articles 
in the March 30 edition per- 
taining to the ‘‘censorship.”’ 

Morrison stated to the 
Hornet he opposed Giannoni’s 
moves to place inactive both 
the Hornet editor Dave Miller 
and the entire Campus Media 
Board in favor of a con- 
troversial media ‘‘task 
force.” 

“I expressed opposition to 
Giannoni regarding the ‘dis- 
missal’ and ‘placed inactive’ 
actions against Miller and the 
Campus Media Board,"’ Mor- 


rison said. ‘I was forced by 
my obligation as a student 
senator to support his (Gian- 
noni's) actions because the 


Senate gave him a vote of con-

fidence during last Tuesday's 
(Senate) meeting.” 

Morrison also agreed that 
Giannoni's tactic of giving 
almost no advance notice of 
the ‘‘dismissals’’ before the 


Student Senate meeting of last 
Tuesday was questionable in 
itself. The tactic gave the 
student senators and media 
representatives no time to 
prepare an adequate debate 
on the ‘‘firings’’. 

“Giannoni told me before 
the meeting about the actions 
he took,’’ said Morrison, ‘‘and 
I expressed disagreement 
with the procedures.’’ 


However, after the Student 
Senate gave Giannoni their 
‘vote of confidence’ Morrison, 
feit obliged to intercept an is- 
sue of last Thursday's Hornet 
and remove certain em- 
barrassing portions of the 
paper that exposed Giannoni’'s 
recent actions. 

According to Morrison, 
none of this would have taken 
place if Giannoni got a task 
force together with the Cam- 
pus Media Board and print 
media professionals. 

“The whole political con- 
frontation could have been 
avoided,’’ said Morrison, ad- 
ding that both the Hornet and 
the Student Senate were at 
fault for not taking proper 
procedures.

couldn't survive without the 
Hornet because the Hornet 
provided the department with 
a lab experience class. A 
second papér for the jour- 
nalism department was 
suggested as a way of dives- 
ting that department's 
interest in the Hornet 

Senator Jim Hollenback 
called funding for canferences 
a joke and added: ‘‘We aren't 
going to win any awards.’ 

The Hornet is also seeking 
money to get a copyright for 
staff cartoons. 

The CSUS art gallery is as- 
king for $3,800 for new shows 
next year including some 
eastern artists, women and 
minorities. Fred Boyle of the 
gallery said there was a ‘‘total 
misunderstanding” by 
students of what the gallery 
does. He cited lack of Hornet 
coverage as one reason. 

The marching band is re- 
questing $7,380. The band 
seeks $5,400 for a two - day tour 
of the Central Valley. When 
asked by BOFM if the band 
would go on $2,500, spokesman 
Ronald Holloway said no. He 
said not all the students could 
bear the cost of the trip 

The music department is 
asking for $5,550. Spokesper- 
son Pat Sullivan said ticket 


sales are down because of par- 
king and lack of publicity. The 
$2,000 projected sales figure is 
an ‘absurd figure’’ according 
to Sullivan. 

Bliss tried but failed to con- 
vince the ASI executive com- 
mittee to stop giving the 25 
music faculty members two 
free tickets each for all the 
performances. This is almost 
$500 lost in revenue 

Sullivan called this ‘‘bad at- 
titude’’ on the part of the 
faculty if they will only come 
hear their students play for 
free. “They can afford a 
buck,”’ he said 

Theatre arts is asking for 
$24,705, up almost 600 per cent 
from last year. Spokesperson 
Larry Shumata cited 
equipment cost increases and 
extra stipend payments as 
some causes for the requested 


increase. He also wants to 
start a summer comedy 
program. 


Representatives from the 
student art gallery didn't show 
for their hearing. The gallery 
is asking for $1,111. The 
gallery provides a showplace 
for student art projects 

Wednesday's budget 
hearings covered women's 
athletics intramurals, 
Educational Opportunity 


Program (EOP), and 
government activities of the 
legislature and executive 
branches. 

Only two members of 
BOFM showed for the hearing 
plus Bliss and Archibald. The 
rest were tied up with election 
affairs. 

Women's athletics is re- 
questing $45,866. Acting Direc- 
tor Linda Hughes said that this 
program has put Sacramento 
on the map. The program calls 
for an increased schedule of 
events and more money for 
meals during away games 
Hughes said health reasons re- 
quire additional money so that 
students get better meals 

Buses will be used for some 
away games because, Hughes 
said, ‘‘I’d rather spend $6,000 
for a bus than $100,000 for suits 
or insurance.’ She referred to 
liability problems in case of 
accidents. 

Hughes is also having 
drivers of state cars to away 
games take an oath that 
makes them state employees 
for the duration of the trip 
This is another way of getting 
around liability. 

Intramurals is asking for 
$17,751, or so says Lloyd 
Crable, director of the 
program. His secretary made 


a few errors in her addition 
and asked for about $4,100 too 
much 

Changes in the program for 
next year include the pur- 
chase of equipment for the ex- 
clusive use of intramurals 
The program used old P.E. 
equipment in the past. 

Crable’s budget asks for in- 
creased equipment for the 
Tool Co-op such as canoes and 


rafts. ‘This is an opportune 
time for ASI to buy 
recreational leisure 
equipment,’ the budget 


stated. Bliss pointed out to 
Crable that the ASI already 
has these things in the Co - op 
The request has nothing to do 
with intramurals, he added 
EOP is asking for $64,093. 
This covers the fees for 25 ad- 
ditional students to register 
with the program. The staf- 
fing for all students in EOP is 
at a faculty/student ratio of 
one$4 said Elena Caro of 
EOP. More money for staff 
could bring this down to 1-36. 
The student government 
executive branch is asking for 
$8,950. An increase in the 
stipend is being asked for to 
cover the 12 months the 
president and vice president 
are in office. Now, the stipend 
is budgeted at $1,600 for nine 


Old library undergoes reconstruction

The first two floors of the 
old library building will, upon 
renovation, become ad- 
ministrative floors and the 
third floor will become an 
*‘academic”’ floor 

John Cox, associate vice 
president for administration, 
said that a contract had been 
awarded to a local contractor 
for extensive renovation of the 
old library. 

Construction is to start Ap- 
ril 1. Jan. 1977 has been pro- 
jected as the completion date. 

The old library will be 
renamed the Student Services 
building, Cox said. 

Some of the administrative 
functions of the dean of 
student’s office and ad- 
mission office will be 
relocated from the Ad- 
ministration building into the 
new Student Services 
building. 
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The financial aids office, 
job placement center, univer- 
sity counseling services, 
Educational Opportunity 
Program, Faculty Senate, and 
Handicapped Student Ser- 
vices, Cox mentioned would 
be among those located on the 
administrative floors. 


‘This was done because we 
wanted to have most of the 
campus administrative 
functions in one place,’’ Cox 
explained. 


The third floor will house 
the journalism department, 
one other unnamed 
department, various clas- 
srooms, and faculty offices. 

All space allocations in the 


new Student Services building 
were approved by the Campus 
Planning Committee, a body 
that plans for new campus 
space 


The Veterans Service 
Center and the job placement 
center have been moved to the 
fourth and fifth floors respec- 
tively of the new library. 


University organizations 
occupying the old library are 
currently being temporarily 
relocated throughout the cam- 
pus. 


The Vocational Education 
program moved its offices to 
the temporary buildings ac- 
ross from the University 
Union and_ Individualized 
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Learning Program have 
movedto the administrative 
building. 


Space in the Food Service 
building have been made 
available for the Academic 
Advising Center and two con- 
tinuing education programs 


The University Space Com- 
mittee--a faculty, staff, and 
administrater committee es- 
tablished last fall--determined 
the space allocations.

keys Ohlsson faculty recital

The music building last 
Sunday was the scene of a 
great and rare occurence, that 
of a recital by a faculty 
member. 

Faculty recitals are un- 
common, and unfortunately 
so, because if flutist Jean 
Ohisson is any _ indication, 
CSUS has some terrific 
soloists in its music dept 
Ohlsson's recital on Sunday 
was good and solid, the type of 
performance that results from 
good music and a talented 
musician 

Good musicianship is the 
key, not just the ability ‘o play 
notes correctly, but to bring 
them to life. This skill was 
brought out immediately in 
the first selection, the Sonata 
in E minor, by, believe it or 
not, Frederick the Great of 
Prussia. This is mainly a 
novelty piece, a work by a king 
better known for his dealings 
with other composers than by 
his own musical adventures 
Nevertheless, the piece was 
bright and lively, and a good 
showcase for Ohlsson’s 
precision and soaring, voice - 
like timbre. 7 

Baroque and contemporary 
music highlighted the first 
portion of the recital, with 
Ohlsson playing the Deux 
Steles Orientees Pour Voix Et 
Flute by Jacques Ibert, 
‘‘Wings'’ by Mike Dellario, 
Fantasie in F minor by 





Teleman, and Notturno for 
flute and piano by S. James 
Kurtz. Ohlsson seemed most 
at home with a contemporary 
style, and the tone color, levels 
of expression and technique 
displayed in the Dellario and 
Kurtz were especially fas- 
cinating. Ohlsson is an expert 
manipulator of sound tex- 
tures, which she used to full 
advantage, especially in the 
programatic Dellario piece 
As breathtaking as the solo 
works were, the sense of 
ensemble displayed with 
Claudia Bray, mezzo - sop- 
rano, in the Ibert, and with 
piano accompanist Thomas 


Gentry in the Kurtz was 
flawless; precise and 
musically satisfying. Both 
Bray and Gentry com- 


plemented Ohlsson’s playing 
in style and at the same time 
contributed much to the 
program in their own right. 

The second half of the 
concert was devoted to 
Prokofieff’s Sonata for flute 
and piano in D major. The 
piece was perhaps the least 
perfectly performed 
technically, with some 
ragged, uneven passages. But 
the excitement of the per- 
formance more than over- 
came any missed notes. The 
mood of the performance 
made one listen emotionally 
rather than academically to 
the piece, making for a truly 
inspiring and satisfying 
musical experience
